Election of County Superintendents.
This may be the last No. of sur Jooroal
that will meot the eyes of Direators before
they assemble to elest County Superinten-
dents for the next three school years. The
proper performance of that duty, so as to
wffeet the original desigu of the liberal and
fur-seeing Legisinture which established
the office, will be of inealeulable banefit to
the State ; and the coctrary will be equally
injurious. It is, therefore, our design, as
oue smongst the thousands of Pencayiva-
nians who sre watching the workiongs of
this new featura in our edueationnl system
with intense intercst, frankly to state the
conclusions to which our observations have
led.
Three years ago, few Directors or others
had auy olear view of the necessity, naturs,
! mode of operation, or probsble results of
this office. The natural consequences were,
| in the first instange, Bumerous mistakes in
selectien sud compensation, These have
been, we think erronecusly, attributed, in
and out of the State, to a sestled purpose
to defest the office, eut of general hostility
to the system itself. In a few eases, thix
| faeling way bave had ite influence ; but in
| most, the action compluined of really grew
out of mere want of knowledge of the
nature of the offise itself, and an honest
belief that sush an additien to the expense
and the working machinery ef the system
was wholly unpecessary. Whatever may
have been the cause, it is sertain that the
'duty of selecting County Superintendenta
' was so performed as to produoe ene of the
three following results : Either,
| 1. An incompstent parson was chosen,
who failed, no matter what the salary. Or,
| 2. A competent person was chosom, who
failed, or was crippled in his operations,
by total inadequacy of salary. Or,

3. A competent person was selected,
| with adequste salary, who fulfilled the just
| expectations of the friends of the law.

From this it would appesr that fitness
in the person and adequacy of compenss-
tion are the ¢lcments—the essential con-

ditione—of saceess.  OF course, ns o ail
other enmplex affairs, shere arc instances
that appear to conflict with this eonclusion;
Lut oo eloss inspection they will be found
ruther to confirm it. For example : one
Superintendent may have been so well
quulified for the station, avd se devoted to
the system, that he discharged its duties at
s most shamefully inadequate salary. But
who will argue from this,that it is the right
of the public to imposs such a burthen on
private means or individusl patriotism ?
Or it may bave been that sll the eonditions
appesred to be securcd—ULloth adeguacy of
salary and “skill and experienee in the art
of teaching”—yet failure ensncd  But
who wl esndemu the office, beesus, here
and there, u good teacher may have mwade
a peor Superintendeut? Many sn able
lawyer makes a miserable Judge ; few of
the momt suceessful practizing pliysiciuns
are qualified for the Profcusor's chair; so
s capiial teacher of boys may nos succeed
as Teacher of Teachers and admiuistrative
offieer of a eomplicated achool systen.

It would be no difficult tark 1o run over
the whole State and show the eorroctucss
of the conclusiona just stated. But it 1
nuither proper nor ueeessary.

Taking it for grauted thatezpericnes has
fully justified the wisdom of the Lepulature
io requiring the selection of a fir parson
and the payment of & sufficient sulary, for
this office, two questions urise :

These ho pulveriged by means
of » rathor primitive crosher, and applied
them to & portion of his farm on whish
light chestnug timber, and little else had
ever been grown, at the rate of ten hun-
dred weight to the sere.  Now for the re-
sait. That portion of the farm to which
the bones were applied, has been in culti-
vatiom ever <ince, and altbough during thas
long iutersal we other maoure wes put on,
he hios Ead excellont crops every season.

' A erop of Gty five bushels of oate to the
acre has fecn taken from it, and the yield
of corn on it the past sesson was furty-five
bushels jer scre.  Now putting that and
that together, we leave the reader to draw
bis owa iufirence in regard to the value
of Loues ns s fortilizer.

Grafts upos young stocks take from eight
o ten years 4o Laar; but when old trees
ars grafied, fruit is obtained in two er
three yeazs. To obtain fruis thus esrly,
however the grafts must be put upon bear-
ing branches. If set upon young shests
from the maim trunk, or priveipal boughs,
doubla the time will be required befors
fruit is produced  We have obtained ma.
tured pears the second year after grafiing

Nearly all farmers bave a numbes of
worthless fruit trees upon their farm, oes
cupying spice which might be appropriated
to many remunerative fruits.  Now, if all
thase trees were properly grafted. in a year
or two & large quantity of excallent fruit
eould be obuined Good fruit is always
